Editor, Daily Worker: 

I write this letter to you hoping 
that you will place it in your paper 
so that the honest Socialists will 
read it and take steps to safeguard 
the Socialist Party from the in- 
evitable ruin which has. been 
brought upon us by the group of 
destructive Trotzkyites.

The terse Soviet Government an- 
nouncement stated: “The Soviet 
Government releases Viadimir Po- 
temkin from duties as plenipo- 
tentiary of the U.SS.R. in France 
and confirms him as First Assist- 
ant People’s Commissar of Foreign 
Affairs.” 

Viadimir Potemkin was born in 
1876 in Tver, in a doctor's family. 
He received an education in clas- 
sical high school and at the Mos- 
cow University. 

In 1889, he served a term at the 
Butirsky prison, for participation in 
the revolutionary students move- 
ment. Later, in 1905, he was exiled 
for revolutionary activities. 

Prior to the 1917 revolution, he 
worked as a teacher-lecturer and 
literary worker. 

In 1919, after a valiant record, 
Potemkin became a member of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union. From 1917¢to 1919, he 
worked in the Executive Committee 
of the Moscow District Soviet, and 
also in charge of the Department 
of Public Education in Odessa. He 
also served as a member of a com- 
mission on education, of the Peo- 
ple’s Commissariat of Education. 


1919 to 1921, as chief of the politi- 
cal department of the army in the 
Southern and afterwards on the 
Western front. Later, he held a 
post on the Revolutionary Military 
Council of the Sixth Army. 


| the Odessa District I:ecutive Com- 
mittee, and during the folilowing 
year, served in important Red Cross 
commission at Marseilles, France. 
Later, during the same year, he was 
sent to Istambul, Turkey, as chair- 
man of a reparations committee. 

During 1924 and 1926, he acted as 
the Soviet General Consul at Is- 
tambul. 

For the next few years, Potem- 
kin was active as a diplomatic ad- 
visor of the Soviet Government in 
Turkey. Later, during the period 
of 1929 to 1932, he served as Am- 
bassador to Greece. 

Later, Potemkin represented the 
U.S. S. R. in Italy as Ambassador, 
and was afterwards transferred to 
the ambassadorship in France, 
which he held until the present 
promotion. He is at present also a 
member of the Central Executive 
Committee of the U.S. S. R.

The new strikes that broke out in General Motors also had their 
causes despite the signing of the March 13 agreement. Admittedly, in 
number of plants, the foremen and superintendents refused to recog- 
nize the shop stewards appointed by the auto workers’ union, and

There are also, as indicated above, broader political factors m- 
volved. The press has quite openly associated the present strategy of 
the auto Magnates with their policies in the past election campaign. 
Then they backed Landon and Knox, the candidates of the Wall Street 
bankers, of the Liberty Leaguers. Now they are trying to embarrass 
President Roosevelt and Governor Murphy, the candidates they vigor- 
ously tried to defeat. They were undoubtedly trying to influence the 
outcome of the Michigan state elections, taking place today, against 
Governor Murphy. They are trying to put pressure on Congress and 
through Congress on Roosevelt to outlaw sit-down strikes, to pass 
general anti-strike laws, to enact compulsory arbitration legislation 
to force the incorporation of the trade unions, and generally to curb 
the rights of the working class movement. 

In their strategy against the strike movement and the CIO. they 
are carrying forward the same fascistic Liberty League program which 
they advanced and fought for in the elections.
